For statistical purposes a "Factory" is defined as any factory, vorkshop or 
mill engaged in manufacturing, repairing or assembling &, which employs four hands or 
more, or less than four where power-driven machinery is used. 


During 1957/58 there was a further increase in the number of establishments 
falling in this cavegory. As the attached tables show, ac gregates of the principal 
jtems of factory statistics for the period were in mo3t cases hi gher than correspon- 
ding figures for the previous year, indicating a general increase in the level of 
manufacturing activity. The increase recorded in the number of persons employed was 
not quite sufficicnt to reach the peak level of employment recorded in 1955/56, but 
the value of ouvput and the net value of production were higher than in any previous 
year. However, Veriations in prices should be teken into account when comparing money 
values for different periods.
